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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linl<ed as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group II, claim(s) 3 and 4, drawn to a trimmer head having the special technical 
feature of the different sections of the bobbin being separated by at least fragments of a 
wall. 

Group III, claim (s) 5 and 6 drawn to a trimmer head having the special technical 
feature of the same number of eyelets at least the same as the number of cutting 
filaments. 

Group IV, claim(s) 7-10. drawn to a trimmer head having the special technical 
feature of a v-shaped eyelet. 

Group V, claim 1 1 , drawn to a thmmer head having the special technical feature 
of an eyelet is made of material that is resistant to wear.
